This outrage made many insane. People almost every- 
where wanted a chance to destory he that so wantonly took 
our President's life. The: only way you differed fron 
others’, was that you had the opportunity. Had you not 
been there that day, somewhere somehow he would heve been 
killed. There were too too many people against him. 


For those who argue you committed: the same crime 
ag the President's assassin, they need only recall the loss 
they suffered last November, ‘The nature ofthe loss was 
such that it made you, as others, so insane that correct 
reasoning was lo’t for a time. <= ose :

more than others, realized the man John F. Kennedy. was, 
and shall always be remember as. ce :
